She was sentenced to 
12 months’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for two 
years, and made subject 
to a supervision order.

Said Judge Patrick 
Curran: “It was a very 
serious offence and it’s 
no excuse that you were 
drunk. But I have seen 
details of the difficulties 
you have suffered in the 
past, and you continue to 
suffer, in particular, 
mental health problems. 

“You have a major 
depressive disorder and 
you are described as 
being very vulnerable.” 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said the cou¬ 
ple shared accommoda¬ 
tion in the Heol-y-Cyw 
area of Bridgend.

man escapes a 
jail sentence 
after head butt 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


A MAN’S face 
“exploded with 
blood” after a fel¬ 
low drinker in a 
North Cornelly pub 
headbutted him. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, prosecutor David 
Thomas said a witness 
described it as “the best 
and worst headbutt she 
had ever seen deliv¬ 
ered”. 

Andrew Stacy (26) of 
Lon-y-Cariadon, North 
Cornelly, was sentenced 
to 50 weeks’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for 18 
months, and ordered to 
carry out 250 hours 
unpaid work. 

He had been convict¬ 
ed by Bridgend 
Magistrates of charges 
of affray and assault, and 
had been committed to 
the Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

Mr Thomas said that 
Stacy was in the 
Greenacres pub in North 
Cornelly. Also there was 
the victim, Joe Collins. 

Stacy approached 
him, they spoke for two 
or three minutes and 
without any warning, 


Stacy headbutted him in 
the face. 

The witness later said: 
“It was horrible to 
watch. His face explod¬ 
ed with blood, and there 
was a lot of screaming 
and shouting. 

“The victim didn’t 
retaliate in any way.” 

During the incident, a 
woman Annika Osborne, 
fell to the floor and 
injured her legs, and 
damaged a number of 
teeth. 

The incident, said Mr 
Thomas, was graphically 
captured on CCTV. 

Stacy’s solicitor, 
Rhodri Chudleigh, said: 
“He realises the offence 
has crossed the custody 
threshhold. 

“It was his first night 
out for some time, and 
he drank vodka, which 
he does not normally do. 

“He can’t remember 
anything of the incident, 
which he regrets terribly. 
He was horrified and 
sickened when he saw 
the CCTV footage.” 

He said he didn’t have 


a problem with alcohol 
or drugs, and the 
offences were out of 
character. 

“Since the incident, 
he has not been out 
socialising.” 

Judge Eleri Rees told 
Stacy: “The CCTV 
footage speaks for itself. 
It was disgraceful 
behaviour, using your 
head as a weapon, and it 
is remarkable Mr Collins 
didn’t suffer a fracture. 
The degree of violence 
was appalling. 

“If you can’t hold 
your drink and turn to 
this animal behaviour, 
then you must not 
drink.” 

She said that Stacy, 
who had no previous 
convictions, richly 
deserved to go to prison. 

She added: “This is 
your last chance.” 

He was ordered to pay 
£500 compensation to 
Ms Osbourne, £350 
costs and £100 victim 
surcharge.

A RACE is on to 
repair the storm- 
damaged board¬ 
walk at Rest Bay, 
Porthcawl, so that 
it can be ready for 
the tourist season. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is to carry out 
repairs to damaged sec¬ 
tions of the Wales Coast 
Path after receiving 
£100,000 of Welsh 
Government cash. 

More than 11-and-a- 
half miles of the path 
runs through Bridgend 
county borough, and the 
bulk of the funding will 
be used to replace dam¬ 
aged sections of the 


Rest Bay boardwalk, 
which took a battering 
from rocks and tidal 
debris during the height 
of the storms. A BCBC 
spokesman said: “Much 
of the soil beneath the 
boardwalk was washed 
away and footings were 
exposed, leaving the 
boardwalk and its 
benches unsafe to use. 

“The repair work will 
see most of the dam¬ 
aged parts of the board¬ 
walk replaced with new 
sections, while a con¬ 
crete path will be added 
at specific points to help 
the route stand up to 
any future bouts of 
severe weather. 

“The council is also

carrying out work to 
introduce improvements 
at other sections of the 
coast path, including 
better access and bridle¬ 
way enhancements”. 

Coun Phil White, 
cabinet member for 
communities, said: 
“Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough’s outstanding 
beaches and coastline 
have always been popu¬ 


lar with visitors and res¬ 
idents alike, and a 
recent study commis¬ 
sioned by Natural 
Resources Wales 
revealed that the area 
had accounted for 
almost a quarter of all 
visits to the Wales Coast 
Path within a 12-month 
period. 

“It’s important to get 
the path up and running 
again as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, especially as the 
area is preparing to host 
high-profile events such 


as the Senior Open golf 
tournament in a few 
months, so confirmation 
that the Welsh 
Government is provid¬ 
ing funding to enable us 
to carry out repairs and 
improvements is excel¬ 
lent news. 

“The stormy weather

He was taken to the Princess of Wales Hospital 
and, as there was possible injury to the nerve, he 
was detained overnight for observation. 

When arrested, Griffiths said she had “lost it” and 
attacked him for no apparent reason. 

The couple have since separated. 

She was said to have previous convictions for a 
public order offence, causing criminal damage and 
battery. In 2009, she was cautioned for attacking an 
ex-partner in a flat in Coity Road with a carving 
knife and stabbing him in the chest. 

Her counsel, Meirion Davies, said: “She needs 
assistance to overcome her problems. She’s terrified 
of custody.” 

As she left the dock, she said: “Thanks, I don’t 
want to see this court ever again.”

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GOING BANANAS FOR FONCHO! 

Pencoed Comprehensive students 
are invited to Fairtrade seminar 
in the Wales Millennium Centre 



The following article was 
written by a pupil at Pencoed 
Comprehensive School. 

BANANAS - the most popular 
fruit in the world. In Britain 
alone, we eat over five billion every 
year. They are grown in over 150 
countries and while the cost of pro¬ 
duction has doubled, here in the 
UK, the price for bananas has 
halved in the past 10 years. 

You do not have to be a mathematician to 
realise the numbers don’t quite add up. So 
who is losing out? As you can probably 
guess, it is the people right at the bottom of 
the chain. The banana farmers are being 
heavily exploited. 

This is where Fairtrade comes in. We 
learnt all this and lots more from Fairtrade’s 
‘Stick With Foncho’ campaign. 

Foncho is a banana farmer from 
Colombia. He is one of the lucky ones who 
works with Fairtrade and gets a fair price 
for his bananas. Fairtrade also gives him a 
yearly premium to invest in his community, 
to invest in the local school where his chil¬ 
dren go and even to allow the women in his 
village to attend a cooking course and have 
help to find jobs using those skills. But life 
wasn’t always like this for Foncho. 

Before Fairtrade, his trees were not 
growing very well, the hygiene was poor in 
the tanks where they soaked the bananas. 
He was even considering selling his land. 

Foncho himself, all the way from 
Colombia; explained this to us. Foncho told 
how Fairtrade helped him to improve the 
quality of his bananas. Now he wants his 
friends to be able to join Fairtrade so they 
don’t have to sell their land. 


With Fairtrade, Foncho now sells around 
60 per cent of his banana crop; if more peo¬ 
ple bought Fairtrade he would be able to 
sell 100 per cent. But this is not why 
Foncho is campaigning for Fairtrade. 

He said that he would rather keep selling 
what he is now so another farmer could sell 
60 per cent of their banana crop too. 

Foncho’s compassion for the community 
of banana farmers and banana farming, 
reminded us that we all need to help each 
other, and we all deserve to be treated fair¬ 
ly- 

Although we do not know banana farm¬ 
ers, coffee farmers, or any other farmer 


from foreign countries personally, they still 
deserve to be treated the same way our 
farmers in Wales and the UK are treated. 

We all know that everyone should be 
treated equally and the way they are being 
treated is unfair. That’s why we have decid¬ 
ed to try to get Pencoed Comprehensive 
Fairtrade status. 

Starting with a tuck shop that sells 
Fairtrade chocolate, set up in the sixth form 
block. So buy Fairtrade; stick with people 
like Foncho; and hopefully we can start to 
make a difference!

Cardiff Airport 
fighting back! 


AFTER years on the 
ropes, repeatedly 
being pummelled with 
falling passenger 
numbers, it looks as if 
Cardiff Airport is 
fighting back - after 
its latest figures point¬ 
ed to 12 months of 
steady growth, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

It was in March 2013 
that the Welsh 
Government bought the 
airport for £52 million - 
a decision that has 
attracted criticism from a 
number of parties. At the 
time, the Welsh 
Government said that 
lack of investment by 
the previous owners of 
the airport had prompted 
the decision. 

It has also granted the 
airport a £10 million 
loan for improvements 
and renovations. Now, it 
seems that there are 
signs that things are 
improving. 

Passenger numbers 
for May 2013 (the first 
month showing growth 
following WG acquisi¬ 
tion) to February 2014 
are 10.6 per cent up, 
while April 2013 (the 
first full month of WG 
ownership) to February 
2014 is up by 9.1 per 
cent. 

From April 2013 to 
the end of February 
2014, there were 
1,027,000 passengers, 


compared with April 

2012 to Feb 2013 which 
was a figure of 942,000. 

The calendar year that 
saw the lowest passenger 
numbers was 2012, at 
1,017,000. In 2013, the 
figure increased to 
1,059,000 for that calen¬ 
dar year. 

During the 12 months 
to March 2013, there 
were 997,000 passen¬ 
gers. For the 12 months 
to March 2014, the air¬ 
port is anticipating 
1,080,000 passengers 
(nine per cent up). 

Jon Horne, Cardiff 
Airport’s chief execu¬ 
tive, commented: “We 
are really pleased that 
passenger numbers have 
grown by more than 10 
per cent between May 

2013 and February 2014. 

“It is a solid start to 


the work that needs to be 
done to deliver contin¬ 
ued growth over the 
coming years. 

“The past year has 
seen lots of change for 
the better, resulting in an 
upturn in passenger 
numbers that began 
within just six weeks of 
acquisition by the Welsh 
Government. 

“More capacity and 
new services have con¬ 
tributed to the 10 
months’ consecutive 
growth the airport has 
reported. “There’s much 
more to be done, but I’m 
confident we’re on the 
right track with a strong 
team in place committed 
to delivering on our 
growth strategy.”

PEOPLE across Wales are 
being urged to play their part 
in a vital campaign that will 
unlock the secrets of our First 
World War places and ensure 
their place in history is record¬ 
ed for future generations. 

This week sees the start of Home 
Front Legacy 1914-18, a campaign on 
which the Council for British 
Archaeology (CBA), Cadw, English 
Heritage, Historic Scotland, and part¬ 
ners across the UK are working togeth¬ 
er to record the physical remains of the 
war on home territory. 

It will bring together existing 
records and archives and people’s local 
knowledge to fill in the gaps and for 
the first time properly record the 
remains of the war that are still all 
around us today. 

The First World War had widespread 
effects across Wales - no area was left 
untouched as the whole country geared 
up to contribute to the war effort. One 
hundred years on the generation that 
witnessed it has almost gone, and what 
we are left with are the physical 
remains - buildings, landscapes and 
artefacts. 

Now, Cadw, the Royal Commission 
on the Ancient and Historical 
Monuments of Wales and the Welsh 
Archaeological Trusts are calling on 
volunteers from across Wales to step 
forward to help research, identify and 
record landscapes, buildings and struc¬ 
tures that played a key role during the 
conflict. 

Jon Berry, senior inspector of 
ancient monuments and archaeology at 


Cadw, said: “Archaeology is the study 
of past society through material cul¬ 
ture. This includes landscapes, build¬ 
ings, structures, earthworks, buried 
features, artefacts and documents. 

“Studying these remains can help us 
understand the impact of the war on the 
communities and landscapes of Wales. 

“As we prepare to remember the 
events of 100 years ago there has never 
been a more appropriate time for com¬ 
munities across the country to get 
involved in this part of our history. We 
look forward to working with the other 
project partners in making Home Front 
Legacy a success.” 

The Council for British 
Archaeology has developed an online 
recording toolkit and guidance to help 
you record First World War remains. 

Cadw, the Royal Commission on the 
Ancient and Historical Monuments of 
Wales and the Welsh Archaeological 
Trusts are all co-ordinating a range of 
activities and events relating to the 
First World War. If you would like to 
become involved or want to know what 
is happening in your area then contact 
your local Welsh Archaeological Trust 
to find out more.

World Down Syndrome Day, March 21 

HOW YOUNGSTERS LIKE 
CERYS ARE CHANGING 
PEOPLE’S PERCEPTIONS

ON the eve of 
World Down 
Syndrome Day, 
Friday, March 21, 
one local mum told 
The GEM how 
youngsters with 
Down syndrome 
are achieving more 
than ever before. 

When Lisa Morgan 
from Miskin, near 
Pontyclun, gave birth to 
her daughter Cerys five 
years ago she and her 
husband Chris were nat¬ 
urally fearful as to what 
the future might hold. 

Lisa explained: “You 
automatically think of 
the worst case scenario. 
The first year after 
Cerys was born was a 
roller-coaster because 
we didn’t know what 
sort of learning disabili¬ 
ty she might have. 

“If I’d had a crystal 
ball at the time, I would 
not have worried and 
would have enjoyed that 
first year so much more. 
I would have enjoyed 
my baby simply as an 
individual who happens 
to have an additional 
need.” 

Cerys is making won¬ 
derful progress at home 
and at Penygawsi 
Primary School. She is a 
little slower to learn than 
some of her friends, but 
more than makes up for 
it with her enthusiasm 
and ability to get on 
with others. 

Lisa stressed: “She 
lives life ‘to the max’

and changes people’s 
perceptions. She is very 
popular and sociable 
with the children and 
staff at the school. 

“It is a mainstream 
school. She also goes to 
the local gymnastics 
class. 

“By raising awareness 
and celebrating World 
Down’s Syndrome Day 
we hope to change peo¬ 
ple’s opinions and atti¬ 
tudes of what Down’s 
syndrome is and make 
them see that people 
with it are actually no 
different to you or me. 

“The date for World 
Down’s Syndrome Day 
is the 21st day of the 
third month and was 
selected to signify the 
uniqueness of the tripli¬ 
cation of the twenty-first 
chromosome which 
causes Down’s syn¬ 
drome. 


“Anyone can have a 
baby with Down syn¬ 
drome - it affects people 
of all religions, races 
and backgrounds 

“There is no known 
cause. It can come from 
either mum or dad. 
Children with Down’s 
syndrome only have one 
thing in common, the 
extra chromosome ‘21 
gene’. 

“It is impossible to 
predict outcomes for any 
child when they are 
young but in general, 
children and young peo¬ 
ple with Down’s syn¬ 
drome are achieving 
much more than they 
ever have done.” 

Lisa and Chris, who 
also have a teenage 
daughter Ffion, are look¬ 
ing at the future with 
genuine optimism. 

Lisa said: “The world 
is so much better in this

THIS week there was only one 
game in the East Glamorgan 
Chess League for the Barry 
club, but next week sees the 
return of the division four play 
offs.

The life and times of a 
liberated woman (part 1) 

by NANCY DAVIDGE 


VETERAN GEM community 
columnist Nancy Davidge (91) 
beg ins her fascinating life story. 

Y story begins in 
1923... I was born 
in the small mining 
town of Trehafod in the 
Rhondda Valley. 

I was the youngest sibling in 
my family, with two sisters and 
one brother. 

My maternal grandfather, 
James Passey, was born in 
France and came to this country 
when he was an infant, my great- 
grandparents settled in the 
Worcestershire area, then moved 
to south Wales - where my 
mother, Catherine Mary, was 
born. 

My father, Alfred Thomas 
Chard, was born in Bristol. He 
had an elder brother, John, and 
three sisters. John eventually 


moved to Trehafod to work in 
the mine. 

My father, Alfred, followed 
two years later - not to work in 
the mine - but to work as a 
wheelwright making carts, etc. 
(He had been taught by his 
father). 

Life became extremely diffi¬ 
cult for the majority of people in 
the Rhondda in the 1920s, and 
my parents decided to open a 
fish and chip shop in Porth. A 
portion of fish would cost two 
pence and a bag of chips a half¬ 
penny. Many people could not 
afford that and whatever business 
one is involved with, costs must 
be covered. 

My parents then decided to 
move to London to try their luck 
there. In those days, fish and 
chip businesses thrived more in 
working class areas, so my par¬ 


ents searched for a suitable area 
around the East End of London - 
but my mother could not be per¬ 
suaded, and they came to the 
conclusion it would not work. 

My father sold all the equip¬ 
ment and moved to Finchley in 
north London. I remember the 
fog that enveloped the city and 
not being able to see more than a 
yard in front of you! 

The bus conductors walked in 
front of the buses with a lantern 
to enable the driver to see the 
pavement. 

I can also remember seeing 
the first airship R101 flying over 
Finchley, the very first of its 
kind. 

The Germans followed this 
with the intention of carrying 
troops, but it exploded on its way 
back to Germany.

Cancer clinic 
gets vote of 
confidence 
from patients 


MANY tenants are 
unaware of their 
right to make 
claims against 
landlords; many 
are worried that 
raising a claim will 
result in them hav¬ 
ing to leave their 
home, others are 
worried about the 
cost.

If a landlord has lost 
a claim in court defend¬ 
ed by his agent, he may 
have a claim against his 
agent for negligence. 

An average claim for 
failing to register a bond 
is £3,000, whereas dis¬ 
repair claims can be for 
many thousands. 

The only way hous¬ 
ing can be improved is 
if tenants are willing 
and able to complain, to 
force the landlord to 
make the repairs and 
cost the landlord money. 

The only way a land¬ 
lord can improve rogue 
agents, is by claiming 
off their insurance poli¬ 
cies. 

But many agents are 
not covered because 
they provide legal 
advice they are not law¬ 
fully able to give.

A CANCER clinic 
at Princess of Wales 
Hospital in 

Bridgend has won 
high praise from 
patients. 

The surveillance flexi¬ 
ble cystoscopy clinic is 
held once a week in the 
hospital’s urology unit to 
monitor people who have 
previously been diag¬ 
nosed with bladder can¬ 
cer. 

ABMU’s patient expe¬ 
rience unit conducted a 
satisfaction survey of 
patients, who travel to 
the clinic from as far 
afield as Neath Port 
Talbot. 

“Their response was 
overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive, with all aspects of 
the clinic highly praised 
and very few suggestions 
for improvements made,” 
a spokesman said. 

One patient, Gaynor 
Hopkins from Port 
Talbot, said: “Everyone 
is very friendly. They 
know how to speak to 


patients, to make them 
feel at ease. It’s a really 
good service.” 

Bladder cancer is 
more common than peo¬ 
ple realise - and more 
common in men than in 
women - with smoking 
one of the main risk fac¬ 
tors. 

The clinic is led by 
advanced urology nurse 
practitioner Alison 

Townsend, who 

explained: “The clinic is 
for people who have 
been diagnosed with and 
had surgery for bladder 
cancer. 

“If we discover they 
have a small new tumour 
we can often treat it at the 
same time through a pro¬ 
cedure called diathermy, 
which is using an electric 
current to burn off the 
tumour.” 

The clinic is held 
every Monday afternoon 
and sees at least 10 
patients each week. 
Questionnaires were sent 
out to 50 patients, with 
38 responding.

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JAIL SENTENCE FOR PENSIONER 
AFTER SEX ASSAULT ON WOMAN 


Crown Court report by AJ SICLUNA 


A PENSIONER has been jailed for two years, three 
months, for carrying out a sex attack on a woman in her 
40s. 

The victim was said by prosecutor Tim Evans to be “mortified and 
embarrassed” by what occurred. 

Noel Hay, a 68-year-old married man, of Glan-yr-Afan, Pencoed, 
admitted a charge of sexual assault. 

He had earlier made an unsuccessful application to change his plea 
to not guilty. 

In August, said Mr Evans, Hay touched her intimately. She told 
him: “Please stop, I am in a relationship.” 

When arrested, Hay said: “No comment” to all questions, but he 
made a statement blaming the victim. 

She later stated that when she thought about the incident, she felt 
sick, was extremely depressed, and suffered flashbacks. 

Hay was said to have a conviction in 1989 for indecently assaulting 
a child, and had received a suspended sentence. 

Hay’s counsel, Stephen Jeary, said: “There is no medical reason as 
to why he should not spend time in a prison cell. Things would be dif¬ 
ficult, as he takes a great deal of medication. 

“The offence was opportunistic, and the woman suffered no physi¬ 
cal injury.” 

Mr Jeary said that though a message had to be sent out that people 


should not behave in such a way, a suspended sentence should be 
passed. 

Judge Neil Bidder QC said Hay had shown no remorse or insight 
into what he had done and was completely blind to the effect of what 
he did. 

The Judge said he had not said he was sorry, and his application to 
change his plea was hopeless. 


He said the victim had earlier attended court and was expected to 
give evidence. 

“It was an extremely frightening and unpleasant experience for her. 
You satisfied your desires without caring for her feelings.” 

There was no doubt, said the Judge, that he had to pass immediate 
sentence. He ordered that on release, Hay register as a sex offender for 
10 years, and he was directed to pay a victim surcharge of £120. 

The Judge warned him: “If you commit another sexual offence, you 
will go to prison for a longer term than this one.” 


AMs call for clarity on planning decisions 


THE Conservatives are calling for 
the Welsh Government to make the 
planning decision system “clear and 
transparent”. 

South Wales Central AM, Andrew RT 
Davies, has called for “greater clarity” over 
circumstances where Welsh Government 
Ministers can ‘call-in’ locally determined 
planning applications. 


He said: “In recent months, I have seen 
several occasions in the Vale where residents 
have been left confused and frustrated by the 
lack of clarity over when Ministers can and 
cannot call in a planning application. 

“I have asked the Minister to issue clearer 
guidance in this area, to ensure that the public 
understand the process and can understand 
why in certain circumstances there is ministe¬ 
rial intervention, and in others none. 


“If people do not believe that the system is 
clear and transparent, then they will find it 
hard to have faith in it. 

“The recent decision to develop in 
Wenvoe, left many locals extremely frustrat¬ 
ed, not just because of the result, but because 
they did not understand why the Minister 
refused to call the application in for consider¬ 
ation, when an essentially identical proposal 
was called in a year earlier.”

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Funding formula sees 
the Vale missing out 


I N recent weeks, Vale 
residents have been 
hit with one of the 
biggest council tax 
increases across the UK 
- a rise of 4.5 per cent, 
with inflation running at 
just 1.9 per cent. 

Members of the Vale 
Council cabinet have admit¬ 
ted that the blame for this 
hike lies squarely with the 
Welsh Government. This, 
however, is of little consola¬ 
tion to local residents. 

A pensioner struggling to 
make ends meet or a family 
facing additional pressures 
aren’t interested in blame; 
they are simply worried 
about where the extra pay¬ 
ments will come from. 

In a recent article, I high¬ 
lighted the fact that the 
Treasury has made money 
available to the Welsh 
Government to freeze council 
taxes in Wales, as in England. 

Sadly, instead of protecting 
residents from inflation-bust¬ 
ing increases, they opted to 
prioritise other policies 
instead. 

I find it difficult to under¬ 
stand why they prefer to 
spend £52m on an airport, 
together with a further loan 
of £10m or to finance an 
£18.5m refurbishment of 
their Cardiff Bay offices. 

In fairness to the Vale 
Council, they are underfund¬ 
ed significantly by the Welsh 
Government. 

Over recent years, there 
have been several revisions of 
the funding formula which 
allocates money from Cardiff 
Bay to local councils. Each 
and every time, the Vale has 
lost out.

As Vale residents, we 
receive £202 less per person 
from the Welsh Government 
than our Cardiff neighbours, 
and £226 less than those in 
Bridgend. 

The gap has grown almost 
every year. 

That said, imposing one of 
the highest council tax rises 
in the UK on Vale residents 
was the wrong thing to do. 

When I launched the 
cross-party ‘Fair Funding for 
the Vale’ campaign, I hoped 
that all parties in Barry and 
the rural Vale would work 
together in the interests of 
local residents. 

I was devastated last 
December when both parties 
in the Vale cabinet refused to 
support the campaign. I was 


told by the councillors that 
they couldn’t campaign 
against their own party! 

This is in itself outra¬ 
geous and shows that they 
put their party (or personal) 
interest ahead of our local 
interest. 

Yet, when it came to voting 
against their party policy to 
merge councils (and run the 
risk of losing their roles), 
they were happy to support 
the Conservative motion that 
was against the plan. 

As it stands, it seems that 
the Welsh Government want 
to revive the old South 
Glamorgan authority, which 
would be an unmitigated dis¬ 
aster for the Vale. 

There may be local author¬ 
ities in Wales that could ben¬ 
efit from joining with neigh¬ 
bouring councils, but I worry 
that our towns and villages 
would be submerged by a 
‘Greater Cardiff’ region; 
leading to increased develop¬ 
ment on our green spaces 
and even tougher competition 
for already scarce resources. 

If the Welsh Government 
is confident that this is the 
best way forward then why 
won’t they offer Vale resi¬ 
dents a vote? 

Most worrying, however, is 
that this could be used as an 
excuse to delay a revision to 
the funding formula that we 
desperately need. 

This being the case, we 
face being submerged by 
Cardiff in the years ahead 
and continue to being under¬ 
funded. 

This cannot go on.

NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

SPRING HAS 
SPRUNG, BUT 
BEES NEED 
OUR HELP 


SPRING is defi¬ 
nitely here - the 
colonies in all of 
the apiaries have 
come through the 
winter and are now 
very active; much 
pollen collecting is 
under way, and a 
variety of colours 
indicate that a 
selection of blooms 
is on offer. 

The feeding of some 
colonies is still being 
done using a specialist 
bee Sugar Dough, this 
has a constituency simi¬ 
lar to the icing on cakes, 
but it has a much better 
nutritional value. 

Interestingly, the bees 
at the Aberthaw Power 
station are the most 
active and although they 
have some winter stores 
in hand, they have a 
preference for the sugar 
dough and consume it 
rapidly. 

Should the present 
and somewhat pleasant 
conditions prevail, the 
first brief inspection of 
each colony can be con¬ 
sidered. 

This will give me an 
insight regarding colony 
health and I will, of 
course, look to changing 
any hive items - roofs, 
floors, combs, even 
stands, when I do my 
first in-depth inspection. 

What will I be look¬ 
ing for when I carry out 
this first inspection? 

Well, I need to see 
healthy bees to start 
with, then I would like 
to observe eggs, then 
larvae and sealed brood. 

What is sealed brood? 
It is eggs that have 


hatched; the larvae are 
the product of these 
eggs and they in their 
turn are sealed into their 
cells (with a wax cap¬ 
ping) and will eventual¬ 
ly emerge as new bees 
ready to carry out the 
demands of the colony. 

Do I have to see the 
queen? Not really, the 
very fact that there are 
eggs and larvae on view 
tell me that she is there. 

Despite all the wild 
weather that has been 
our lot, many of the 
beekeepers are reporting 
that their colonies have 
survived; however, last 
year started well, but 
spring kind of disap¬ 
peared. 

This led to a vast 
amount of colonies fail¬ 
ing to get the start they 
required and although 
we did have a summer 
of sorts, the bees had to 
be fed to help them sur¬ 
vive. 

New beekeepers are 
waiting to start; we have 
bees, so let’s hope we 
get reasonable weather 
to enable them to get 
some hands-on experi¬ 
ence and, of course, 
eventually their own 
bees. 

All of the pollinating 
insects are in need of 
assistance, we as a 
species (humans) can 
and must do our bit to 
help them out, it is our 
use of the planet and its 
resources that is causing 
many of their problems. 

We can do it... We 
must do it!

WELSH horse 
racing has lost one 
of its greatest sup¬ 
porters with the 
death of Glynne 
Clay, a former 
point-to-point 
rider, owner and 
trainer who for 
many years as 
chairman, was 
associated with 
Chepstow 
Racecourse. 

Glynne, who lived at 
St Hilary in the Vale, 
was a stockbroker by 
trade. 

He joined the board 
at Chepstow 

Racecourse in 1974 
and as a permit holder, 
his biggest success was 
probably with 

Tirconail, which won 
the George Duller 
Hurdle at Cheltenham. 

However, his 

favourite horse was 
Sixer, who was usually 
partnered by Peter 
Warner. Sixer won a 
number of races at 
Chepstow and was a 
good runner-up to 
Deblin’s Green in the 
1973 Welsh Grand 
National, Welshman 
Taffy Salaman was in 
the saddle on that occa¬ 
sion. 

Around the same 
time, I recall his 
Rookery winning a 
controversial match for 
the members’ race at 


the Monmouthshire at 
Llanvapley. Rookery 
finished a distance 
ahead of the long odds- 
on favourite Appianky. 

Born on April 5, 
1931, Glynne first took 
out a permit to train 
back in 1959.

Glynne, if my mem¬ 
ory serves me right, 
also commentated at 
the Glamorgan Hunt 
Point-to-Point at St 
Hilary on a number of 
occasions. 

He always had time 
for a chat when at a 
point-to-point, and 
would say to me, words 
to the effect of: “Don’t 
forget to mention so 
and so in your report.” 

When he knew I was 
publishing a book 
about Welsh point-to- 
point racing, back in 
the 1980s, he was the 
very first person to 
order a copy. 

He supported 

Llancarfan’s Evan 
Williams when Evan 
first started out as a 
trainer, and had sever¬ 
al horses with him.

ARE you efficient? 
Efficiency means 
doing things with 
less effort or getting 
more done with the 
same effort. 

It is not simply work¬ 
ing hard. No matter 
how hard you work, 
spending an hour on a 
10 -minute task is not 
being efficient. 

If it’s fun, that’s fine. 
If time is short: efficien¬ 
cy matters. 

Any task involves 
four vital stages: know¬ 
ing what you want to do; 
knowing that it can be 
done; knowing how to 
do it and getting it done. 

Generally, you know 
what you want to do. 
Unless it is really odd, 
you can be sure that it 
can be done. Finding 
out how to do it can be 
challenging. The doing 
it is up to you. 

Whereas common 
symbols are already on 
the keyboard (£,$,%,& 
and €); Nic has occa¬ 
sional need to use 
accents and ‘squiggles’ 
such as a tilde (~), cedil¬ 
la (as in 9 ), caret or cir¬ 
cumflex (a) that have no 
dedicated key. He 
showed us how to cope 
in Microsoft Word. 

The long-winded way 
to insert a symbol is to 
select the Insert menu, 
click Symbol and 
browse in the dialogue 
box to the special char¬ 
acter you want among 
the many that you do 
not.

The common fonts 
such as Ariel and Times 
New Roman have a 
large range of special 
characters, so seeking 
just the one you want 
might take a little while. 

There again, an 
obscure font might not 
have the special charac¬ 
ter within its character 
set at all. If you can 
type in a foreign lan¬ 
guage, then you can set 
that language for the 
document and Word will 
be more helpful.

The race 
against time 
to save pet 
dog after 
30 foot fall 


LOCAL vet Emily 
Ward-Smith, and 
staff member 
Natalie Smith of 
Dinas Vets, rushed 
to the aid of a 13- 
year-old Border 
Collie, Jack, after 
he fell 30ft onto the 
beach in Barry on 
Wednesday, March 
12 . 

Jack was out walk¬ 
ing with his owners’ 
parents along the 
breakwater at Watch 
House Bay, Barry, 
when their peaceful 
walk was shattered as 
Jack fell from the 
breakwater wall, 
falling 30ft and somer¬ 
saulting onto his head! 

Jack was lying on 
the beach unable to 
stand up or move. His 
walkers stayed with 
him to keep him calm, 
while they phoned 
around local vets for 
help. 

Dinas Vets owner 
Emily attended the 
scene and sedated Jack 
to ensure he was safe 
and able to be moved. 

He was then (with 
the help of a construc¬ 
tion worker), 

stretchered back to the 
car, and taken straight 
to Dinas Powys for 
xrays and treatment 
for pain and shock. 


Emily commented: 
“We rushed to the 
scene but a desperate 
search around Cold 
Knap proved fruitless. 
To our horror, we saw 
Jack lying in the bay 
opposite, with the tide 
coming in. 

“We raced round to 
Watch House Bay 
where we discovered 
the path to the beach 
was closed. 

“We begged the 
workmen to allow us 
access and raced to 
where he was lying. 

“Both Jack and his 
owners were cold and 
in shock, Jack could 
not move and the water 
was lapping at the 
other side of the break¬ 
water.” 

Jack’s owners, Mr 
and Mrs Cook, spent a 
nail biting night won¬ 
dering if Jack would be 
all right. 

In the morning he 
was referred to Bath 
Referral Centre, where 
an MRI was carried 
out, showing no major 
damage to Jack’s spine. 

Jack is now home, 
where his owners are 
nursing him and giving 
him physio. 

Hopes are high that 
he will recover and be 
able to walk again.

First Minister celebrates 
church’s transformation 
into a community centre 


THIS Saturday (March 22) the 
First Minister of Wales, Carwyn 
Jones, AM for Bridgend, will offi¬ 
cially open The Wesley Centre, 
based in Tondu Methodist Church, 
Maesteg Road. 

He will perform the opening cere¬ 
mony at 2.30pm and following this, 
will join members of the community, 
as well as representatives of the 
church, user groups and the project’s 
funders, to tour this fantastic new com¬ 
munity resource. 

The £470,000 project has trans¬ 
formed part of the Methodist Church 
into the ‘The Wesley Centre’. The 
church is the only public meeting- 
place in the village, and in recent years 


there has been strong demand for the 
use of its hall. 

However, people also wanted a vari¬ 
ety of different meeting spaces which 
the church could not provide. A new 
floor has been created and this has 
been split up into storage space, a 
gallery, and four flexible, warm and 
welcoming rooms for meetings, con¬ 
sultations and events. 

A new meeting room is now located 
on the ground floor and the kitchen has 
been enlarged and upgraded. A new lift 
enables wheelchair users, those with 
limited mobility, and parents and car¬ 
ers with prams to use the rooms. 
Rooflights on the new upper floor 
mean that it is lit with natural light.

COUNCIL’S PROCESS 

"Planning approval 

pre-empts the 

Vale LDP inquiry 9 

W ITHIN five min¬ 
utes, the Vale 
Council’s planning 
committee unanimously 
approved the proposal to 
build 40 houses in 
Ystradowen, on a 1.9 hectare 
site adjacent to Badgers 
Brook Rise. 

Not a single question was asked 
by any councillor, despite 74 objec¬ 
tions to this planning application. 

Many questions asked by 
Ystradowen residents and the 
Penllyn Community Council have 
not been addressed in this decision. 

Objectors pointed out that since 
September 2013, there has been no 
village bus service and the council 
has not ensured that this can be 
restored. 

Key safety and congestion issues, 
relating to access through St 
Owain’s Crescent and Badgers 
Brook Rise, are unanswered. 

Above all, the Vale Council has 
broken its key election pledge in 
May 2012 when it promised to scrap 
the previous administration’s LDP 
and replace it with a new one based 
on what Coun Moore described as 
consultation - “which will be more 
thorough and meaningful than that 
carried out by the previous adminis¬ 
tration”. 

A planning application like this 
pre-empts the outcome of the quasi¬ 
judicial LDP inspector’s Inquiry. 


A lot of residents in the Vale 
communities participated in the LDP 
consultation believing that their case 
would be fairly considered by that 
inquiry and were prepared to accept 
its findings, whatever they might be. 

The point is especially valid for 
Ystradowen residents, as they were 
denied the opportunity to have their 
case considered by the UDP 
Inspector back in 2005, for what 
was then the largest housing devel¬ 
opment in the Vale outside Barry. 

What we are witnessing in 
Ystradowen and other Vale villages 
is the bypassing of the future LDP 
inspector’s inquiry by approving a 
number of candidate sites now. 

Further, the unanimous vote last 
week demonstrates support for this 
strategy across the political spec¬ 
trum. 

Those who believe that their vil¬ 
lage is protected by the current UDP 
settlement boundary should realise 
that in fact this is not the case and 
all rural settlements are potentially 
at risk of windfall developments. 

Having incurred the cost of two 
draft Local Development Plans, at 
taxpayers’ expense, why is the coun¬ 
cil not following the process?

The citation said: “Jenna, a caring 
and responsible young woman at the 
age of 13 became involved with servic¬ 
es for young people. As a result of her 
commitment to this she was selected 
RCT Youth Mayor in 2013. 

“As a Youth Mayor, she nominated 
the Leah Beth foundation as her Charity 
and organised and took part in a fashion 
show that raised over £800 for the 
Charity. She has raised the profile of 
young people in her area and regularly 
feeds back to RCT Council cabinet 
issues of concern to young people.” 

Second prize went to Angharad 
Roberts from Pontyclun who received a 
prize of £200. 


The citation said: “Angharad, 

although attending college, finds the 
time to do extensive volunteering work 
and every week volunteers at the local 
girls’ club where she supports year-6 
students with transition to high school. 

“In addition, she volunteers with 
Bamardo’s, supporting their participa¬ 
tion group for disabled teenagers and 
siblings group for their brothers and sis¬ 
ters, as well as working with the Y Bont 
Centre for Disabled Children in 
Bridgend, at their Saturday club for 
autistic children. 

“Angharad takes evening classes in 
British Sign Language and extra tuition 
in communication skills to enhance her 
work with disabled children 

“To further her skills Angharad has 
undertaken work placement with main¬ 
stream and special schools and is a firm 
favourite with the children and parents 
who entrust them to her care and her 
ambition is to become a children’s 
nurse.” 

Third prize of £150 was awarded to 
Josh Stephens of Maesteg who was 
firstly involved in a building skills proj¬ 
ect at a local primary and after this, on 
his own initiative took part in a building 
project at another borough primary 
school. 

The citation added: “Throughout the 
projects, Josh worked well and acted as 
a mentor to other young people taking 
part in the second scheme for the first 
time. He always worked to a high stan¬ 
dard and could be relied upon to work 
on his own initiative. 

“The finished project, a castle and 
train outdoor learning area, has been a 
great asset to the school and is enjoyed 
by all teachers and pupils.” Josh was 
nominated by Kevin Reeves. 

In the group awards, first prize of 
£500 was awarded to ‘Fast Cafes’ from 
Tondu. 

The group of four young people have 
set up a mobile catering unit on a not- 
for-profit basis. Their hard work 
enables any profit made to be fed back 
into the Groundwork Youth Centre to 
pay for activities, trips etc 

This has been a very extensive proj¬ 
ect where during year one they put 
together a business plan and sought 
funding with Wales Co-op and 
SEWCED (South East Wales 
Community Economic Development 
programme). 

During year two, they started build¬ 
ing their enterprise, taking their mobile 
catering to such events as local fetes, 
carnivals and music festivals. The 
enterprise was a success and 12 other 
young people were brought in and pro¬ 
vided with training, work experience 
and business knowledge. 

In year three, the project continues to 
grow. They are planning to extend to 
even bigger festivals such as 
Glastonbury. The group was nominated 
by Mark Holmes of Groundwork. 

Highly commended were Bridgend 
Young Carers, who are doing an amaz¬ 
ing job at helping to care for a mother, 
father or a sibling who is disabled, ill, 
elderly or suffering with mental health 
issues.

‘FRIENDLY’ GOLF CLUBS ATTRACT NEW MEMBERS

Peugeot’s 


5008 is very alluring

T ransporti 

NG seven 
people in 

comfort can present 
a problem unless, of 
course, you don’t 
mind Transit vans. 

Peugeot has a solu¬ 
tion though in its 5008 
MPV (multi-purpose 
vehicle). Unlike the 
earlier Peugeot 807 
people carrier, the 5008 
is more compact, mak¬ 
ing it more enjoyable 
to drive but this does 
mean that if there are 
seven passengers, 
there’s not a huge 
amount of room for 
luggage. Importantly 
for the driver, it’s not 
too difficult to reverse 
or manoeuvre. 

This style of vehicle 
is quite van like in 
terms of appearance 
but it is very much like 
a car to drive and driv¬ 
er appeal is one of the 
advantages of the 
Peugeot. 

The test model, a 
two-litre diesel Allure - 
top-of-the-range - is 
equipped with a six 
speed automatic gear¬ 
box but it can also be 
driven like a manual. 

At low speeds, typi¬ 
cally up hill, this gear¬ 
box is a little indeci¬ 
sive, not sure whether 
to go for third gear or 


second, which does 
make for the occasional 
uncomfortable jolt. It 
is quite frugal for a 
vehicle of its size, 
returning over 40mpg 
on average. 

I put it through its 
paces over a long week¬ 
end to Pembrokeshire 
where we experienced 
a variety of roads. 

On the motorway 
(the M4, over the 
Severn Bridge) it was 
very capable, happily 
cruising at 70mph, 
even though it was 
heavily laden with five 
passengers and lug¬ 
gage. Cruise control 
makes life so much eas¬ 
ier on such travels and 
the electric child lock 
engaged by the click of 
a switch on the driver’s 
door is easy to operate. 

The one way streets, 
invariably up sharp 
inclines in this part of 


the world, certainly 
cause the tired motorist 
some confusion but 
thank goodness I’m 
driving the 5008, 
because the auto box 
makes light work of the 
hills. 

I’m not usually a fan 
of electronic hand¬ 
brakes but the one fit¬ 
ted to this vehicle is 
quick and simple to 
engage and disengage. 

Inside, the Allure 
benefits from an enor¬ 
mous panoramic glass 
roof (with electric slid¬ 
ing cover), which 
makes the vehicle real¬ 
ly light and airy as you 
can see in the video at 
testdrives.biz. 

The front passengers 
get captain style seats 
with pull down arm¬ 
rests that can be 
adjusted to the desired 
height. The driver’s 
seat is certainly com¬ 


fortable, hardwearing 
and supportive 
although I do find that 
when my daughter’s 
baby seat is in place 
behind I cannot push 
my seat back quite as 
far as I might desire. 

There are all the 
gadgets the modern 


day motorist could 
dream of including sat 
nav, a useful head-up 
display showing the 
speed and ensuring the 
driver doesn’t take 
their eyes off the road. 
Air conditioning and a 
good quality sound sys¬ 
tem are all part of the 
package. 

I like the way that 
the centre of the dash, 
with all the controls for 
the air conditioning, 
slopes forward at an 
angle towards the 
windscreen, in quite a 
futuristic way.

time in politics ” has proved equally 
true of the fast-changing fortunes of 
Welsh rugby - as a near capacity 
crowd revelled in a Mardi Gras-like 
seven tries fest at the Millennium 
Stadium on Saturday. 

Admittedly, the opposition were a team in 
flux, braced for yet another regime change 
and struggling for direction in a no man’s 
land, ill-favoured by Lady Luck - a situation 
once all too familiar here in Wales. 

Moreover, the team in question, Scotland, 
came to Cardiff knowing it was a tough 
assignment, having lost 10 of the previous 11 
matches between the two nations, who first 
clashed 151 years ago, on January 8,1863 in 
Raeburn. 

In fact, historically the Scots had won only 
16 of the 42 meetings on Welsh turf and in 118 
games overall, had recorded 48 wins to Wales’ 
67, with three matches drawn. 

With the odds already stacked against them, 
they must have counted on an inconsistent 
Welsh team - showing six changes from the 
insipid losing display against England the 
week before - again misfiring. 

If so, they were disappointed, for this time a 
revitalised Wales came out with far more 
energy and purposeful intent, even though 
first blood went to the Scots, with scrum half 
Greig Laidlaw lofting over a penalty for what 
was to prove his team’s only score in the 
match. 

In the absence of injured full back Leigh 
Halfpenny, the kicking duties for Wales were 
in the hands (or rather, boot) of outside half 
Dan Biggar, who made no mistake when des¬ 
perate defenders were penalised in front of 
their posts. 

Given the below-par, away performances 
against Ireland and England, when his 
defending Six Nations champions had slipped 
so far below the high standards set in two 
Grand Slams and a Rugby World Cup semi 
final, it was perhaps not surprising that 
Wales’ head coach Warren Gatland had final¬ 
ly wielded the axe for the final fixture. 

The six changes, one caused by the season¬ 
ending injury to Halfpenny in making a hero¬ 
ic try-saving tackle on England’s Luther 
Burrell at Twickenham, included the surpris¬ 
ing demotion to the substitutes bench of 
scrum pillar Adam Jones and action man 
hooker Richard Hibbard, with young Scarlet 


Rhodri Jones coming in at tight head, along¬ 
side team mate Ken Owens. 

Not so surprising was the replacement in the 
starting line-up of Scarlets’ pivot Rhys 
Priestland by Ospreys’ Dan Biggar and the 
return of Mike Phillips for the injured Rhys 
Webb at scrum half. 

While Gatland explained that he was look¬ 
ing to squad development and to “give others 
a chance to shine” - with next year’s World 
Cup in mind - it was also clearly intended to 
send a blunt reminder to established front lin¬ 
ers, in the context of recent displays, that no- 
one’s place was safe. 

Even so, six changes, two enforced by 
injury, could hardly be described as ‘a night 
of the long knives’, with the Kiwi candidly 
admitting that the coaching staff too had had 
to accept some of the responsibility for the 
Twickenham debacle. 

Whatever the rationale behind the new-look 
selection, it clearly worked - for Wales were a 
side suddenly transformed, with forwards and 
backs combining from the outset to lay siege 
to their opponents’ line. 

The intense pressure finally told, with man- 
of-the-match, Liam Williams, joining the 
attack from full back to touch down for a 
well-worked try converted by Biggar, making 
it 10-3 after just 15 minutes. 

As if they didn’t have trouble enough, five 
minutes later, the already struggling Scots suf¬ 
fered a hammer blow when full back Stuart 
Hogg received a yellow card, swiftly changed 
to a red one by the referee after video play¬ 
back (an interesting precedent this!) for a 
reckless shoulder charge that snapped 
Biggar’s head violently backwards and could 
have had serious consequences. 

Thankfully, after treatment the young out¬ 
side half was able to resume, and immediately 
added three more points with the resulting 
penalty. To their credit, 14-man Scotland 
mounted pressure of their own, forcing Wales 
into scrambled defence, though Laidlaw failed 
to gain their deserved reward when they were 
awarded a penalty. 

However, Wales were now beginning to put 
their training ground moves together and it 
was no surprise when George North, who 
would be a thorn in the Scottish side through¬ 
out, capped a breathtaking run by Liam 
Williams with a try, converted by Biggar - 
and suddenly it was 20-3. 

Then another pulsating movement saw 
Jonathan Davies touch down, but the try was 


disallowed - only for co-centre Jamie Roberts 
to make the halftime score an imposing 27-3, 
following another powerful handling move¬ 
ment involving forwards and backs that split 
the defence asunder. 

After the changeover, the outgunned men 
from the north were almost immediately hit 
by yet another all-out attack which saw North 
ground his second try, after a well judged 
delayed pass by Jonathan Davies - Biggar this 
time failing to add the two points 

With tries coming thick and fast in sevens 
rugby style, the depleted Scots could have 
been forgiven for letting their heads drop, but 
instead they maintained a spirited response, 
even managing to secure a fair share of pos¬ 
session and territory - though breaching the 
solid Welsh defensive wall ultimately proved 
beyond them. 

More Welsh tries seemed inevitable and 
indeed was the case, Jamie Roberts claiming 
his second, converted by Biggar; and then the 
tireless No 8 Taulupe Faletau adding a sixth, 
which went unconverted, to make the score 
44-3. 

Still Scottish pride refused to bow the knee, 
but Lady Luck was again against them, one 
promising movement foundering when a pass 
went spinning into touch. 

Meanwhile, a now totally dominant Wales 
side had one more trick up its sleeve in the 
shape of ‘super sub’ James Hook, thankfully 
restored to the match squad, who had shown 
typically skilful touches in a rare cameo 
appearance. 

These included a clever flip pass behind his 
back, and adroit punt from the side of the 
boot that set up a seventh and final Welsh try 
for fellow replacement, scrum half, Rhodri 
Williams. 

Hook’s conversion put the seal on a victory 
which, though it has to be seen in the context 
of the early sending off, nevertheless at least 
ended the Six Nations on an encouragingly 
high note for Wales, given the disjointed earli¬ 
er performances and emphatically answered 
those critics who had questioned the Welsh 
camp’s fundamental ethos. 

And so ends another Six Nations of mixed 
fortunes, which had begun with such high 
hopes of a record triple championship. 

Alas, that was not to be, with Wales in the 
end having to settle for third place behind 
Ireland and England. 

Now the planning starts for an even more 
testing challenge..South Africa in the summer!

As the game entered the last quarter and Welsh 
replacements ran onto the field, there came a 
shocking incident which in all my years of 
reporting rugby, I have never witnessed before, 
and hope never to see again - 
a Welsh international player being booed onto 
the field by so-called ‘supporters’. 

A mindless minority in the crowd, who 
should be ashamed of themselves, jeered Rhys 
Priestland, a talented young man who has had 
more than his share of adversity, but whose 
commitment to Wales is unquestioned. 

One can only hope that this was a one-off 
episode and not an ominous sign of the times 
that the kind of unacceptable behaviour more 
usually associated with the round ball version, 
is now creeping into our national game, which 
has always prided itself on fair-minded sports¬ 
manship.
